And Mississippi 4 


Feb, 2 is an important anniversary for the Negro 
Catholics in the South. On that day, 60 years ago, Mass 
‘was celebrated in a little shanty across from the railroad 
depot in Vicksburg, Miss. There was a small congrega- 
Hon present for the traditional Feb, 2. blessing of candles 
and to receive Holy Communion. . 

Much has happened in these six decades to make it 

possible for Bishop Harold Perry, S.V.D.—to become the 
second American Negro elevated to the episcopacy. There 
have been many stepping stones, many “firsts” estab- 
lished by the Divine Word missionaries from that Vicks- 
burg shanty. to the Cathedral in New Orleans. 
_. At conferences in Baltimore, the United States Cath- 
Olic heirarchy had twice given special attention to the 
work which the Church should be doing to aid America’s 
Negro population, but opposition in the South was so 
strong that it needed special .misionary emphasis to get 
things moving. 

The Holy Ghost Fathers and the Josephites had al- 
ready started efforts in some places but the area was 
vast and the progress slow. 

The Rev. Aloysius Heick, S.V.D., left Techny, Ill., 
for Merigold, Miss., in the summer of 1905. A white 
Catholic planter, Mr. Brenner, wanted to establish a 
mission chapel and industrial school for the many Ne- 
groes who worked and lived on his plantation. But preju- 
dice and opposition from the white population was so 
forceful that the project was abandoned. 

. Bishop Thomas Heslin, of Natchez, suggested 
Vicksburg. The small Catholic, Negro community worked 
diligently to prepare the tiny chapel for the first mass. 

Later four cabins were secured and on June 10, 1906, 
Bervices were held in a little frame “church” on the 
Gorner of Jackson and North Second Streets. The Mis- 
Bionary Sisters of the Holy Spirit arrived that summer 
and a school was opened with 40 pupils, 

Mother Katherine Drexel, of Philadelphia, who did 
Bo much to aid the Church efforts among the Negroes, 
visited the fledgling enterprise and made a donation for 
the erection of a new two-story brick school. 

: The Josephite Fathers had the only other Negro 
Mission in Mississippi — in Natchez — so the Divine 
Word Missionaries prepared to branch out. In 1908 it was: 
Jackson; two years ltaer Meridian, and in 1913, Green- 
ville. This was also to be a testing ground. = = 

A year after they arrived, battling criticism and 
fierce opposition, the first Catholic high school for Ne- 
groes in Mississippi was opened. Named Sacred Heart, 
sought to present an up-to-date curriculum, on a par 
with other schools of the day.
